the quantity of a sedative pre 
scription from her physician. 
Mrs. Kenney may have taken 
about 40 of the barbiturate tab­ 
lets, Renata Della Porta, chief 
narcotics agent from Philadephia, 
said 
An empty pill bottle was 
found at the dead woman’s side 
Thursday. 
The cause of death was attribut­ 
ed to barbiturate poteomng yes­ 
terday following a blood test by 
Coroner John Block. A ruling in 
the esse was withheld until an 
autopsy is completed. 
TTie name of the pharmacist 
who made the “over” sale of the 
.sleeping tablets was not disclos­ 
ed, but the case will be turned 
over to the office of the Bucks 
County District Attorney Monday, 
Della Porta saki. 
The original prescription for 
seven tablets was written by Dr 
Martin F. Hayes, a -Philadelphia 
psychiatrist, and it was filled May 
5 at a Lower Bucks County phar­ 
macy .

Four of the robots had been 
installed on the Walt Whitman 
span in Camden County since 
last July 18. but a report, pub­ 
licized yesterday from Klauder, 
indicated that the 
automatons
